To amend the Communications Act of 1934, as amended. 

1 Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa- 

2 fives of the United States of America in Congress assembled, 

3 That section 305 of the Communications Act of 1934, as 

4 amended, is further amended by addition of a new section

6 “ (d) The provisions of sections 301 and 303 of this Act
